"We  could  save  money  on  amalgamation  of  service*  and 
probably  increase  over-all  efficiency  " said  Aid.  P.  B.  Scurrah. 

Before  the  subject  is  broached  In  council,  the  alderman 
continued,  there  nueds  to  be  a better  understanding  among 
municipalities.  This,  he  said.  U»  gradually  being  brought  about 
and  may  culminate  in  an  over  all  plan  for  garbage  disposal. 

Aid.  James  E Neely  is  in  favor  of  Joining  police  and  fire 
services  only.  "Any  other  scheme  I*  not  practical,  he  said.

Saanich, 
were  found  to  he  in  favor  of  amalgamation 

Clr.  L.  H.  Passmore  said  the  mailer  would  have  to  be 
decided  hy  the  people.  This  opinion  has  in  the  past  been 
voiced  by  Reeve  Joseph  Casey  of  Saanich  who  was  not  avail- 
able for  comment  last  night
